young stallions in America today. *Sickle’s full brother is *Pharamond II, sire of top 
stakes winners, including Menow, and the 1943 2-year-old stakes winners Jezrahel, By 
Jimminy, and others. The male line of Unbreakable is one of the tops. The names of 
Phalaris, Polymelus, and Cyllene have long been outstanding in pedigrees. 

| Unbreakable is out of a grand producing mare. *Blue Glass was not raced, but in 
| addition to Unbreakable she has produced the stakes winners and sires Blind Play and 
Broadside, the stakes winner Hurryoff (Belmont Stakes) and the winners Novelist (placed 
in stakes), Hippias, Crystal Maze, and Optic, and producers. From this female family also 
has come the sires *Hourless, Rising Glass, Alcantara II, etc. 

Unbreakable was a stakes winner in each of the three seasons he raced, and at the 
end of his 2-year-old season he was ranked sixth on the English Free Handicap. At two he 
won easily under 133 pounds, won under 134 pounds at three, and won the Victoria Cup at 
four under 128 pounds. He also won Exeter Stakes, Soltykoff Stakes, Richmond Stakes, 
Waterford Stakes, was placed in the Zetland Plate, Windsor Castle Stakes, Middle Park 
Plate, Knowsley Dinner Stakes, and Sussex Stakes. 

Unbreakable’s first crop of foals, numbering only seven, are racing as 2-year-olds this 
season. To date he is the sire of the winner Nanuet. He gets outstanding foals.

Our Boots was the top 2-year-old of his 
year by the consénsus of Daily Racing Form’s 
staff. He started six times and was never 
unplaced, winning three races, including the 
Belmont Futurity (by one and three-quarter 
lengths, beating King Cole, Whirlaway, and 
others) and the Futurity Trial (by three and 
one-half lengths, beating Springwood, New 
World, Laatokka, Whirlaway, etc.). He also 
was second, to Bold Irishman, beaten a nose, 
in the Pimlico Futurity (beating Whirlaway, 
etc., by five lengths on a heavy track), and 
third to Whirlaway and Blue Pair, beaten a 
length and a nose, in the Breeders’ Futurity 
under 122 pounds after having to go to the 
outside. At two, Our Boots met Whirlaway 
four times, and was beaten by him only once. 

In his first start at three Our Boots won 
at six furlongs under 122 pounds and then 
won the Blue Grass Stakes by six lengths 
from Whirlaway on a muddy track, after 
giving up the lead once to the latter. Our 
Boots finished third to Whirlaway and 
King Cole in the Preakness. Under top 


weight he beat Market Wise, Robert Morris, 
Swing and Sway, and others in the Yankee 
Handicap. Again under top weight of 124 
pounds, he was second by a head to Swing 
and Sway (114) in the Empire City Handi- 
cap (1% miles in 1:50, new track record). 
Altogether he won three of his nine starts at 
three, was once second, once third. At the 
end of two seasons of racing he had been un- 
placed in only four of 15 races, had met 
Whirlaway eight times, had won and lost 
four matches with the world’s greatest 
money-winner. 

Our Boots did not come back to his best 
form but late in his 4-year-old year was third 
under top weight to Mettlesome and *Fair- 
aris in a six-furlong race at Saratoga, third 
to The Rhymer and Pictor in the Edgemere 
Handicap (beating Bold Irishman, Can’t Wait, 
etc.), and second under top weight of 122 
pounds to Staretor (110) by a neck. He 
won two of his five starts at five this season 
and was third in one other, carrying top 
weight in both winning races.

The Minimum and the Maximum 


Hae spring someone clipped a column from 
the Morning Telegraph, emphasized it with 
a marginal marking in red, and sent it to us. We 
read it, laid it in the corner of a cluttered desk. 
We wanted to quote it later. It waited a long 
time, but its use is eVen more appropriate now 
than it was earlier in the season. The column, 
presumably written by Al Willig, included the 
following: 


Some horsemen feel, too, that the distribution of 
purse money is not equitable; that too much of this 
purse money accrues to too few horses. They point 
out ihat 30 horses hauled down more than $2,000,- 
000 last year, and it remained for the 12,584 re- 
maining thoroughbreds to cut up what was left. 


One horseman, expressing the view of many of 
his fellow owners and trainers, said that too much 
emphasis is being laid on stakes; that the value of 
many of them have been increased to sums far out 
of proportion to their importance. He recognizes 
that it is the stakes and their attractive values that 
provide the incentive to produce better horses, but 
he submits that these features are being more heavily 
endowed annually at the expense of the races fash- 
ioned for the cheaper horse. Where the value of 
some stakes has been doubled and trebled in re- 
cent years, the minimum purse for ordinary races 
has been increased almost imperceptibly during the 
same period. What would appeal to a great ma- 
jority of horsemen is a purse policy that would do 
the greatest good to the greatest number, and that 
would be a general paring of the values of the 
stakes and a lift to the minimum purses whose con- 
testants cest just as much to feed as do thorough- 
breds of quality. 

If the success of the Fair Grounds and Oaklawn 
Park meetings is any criterion of the general trend 
in racing this year, the race tracks which are able 
to operate this year should be in a position to 
raise their minimum purses whether the values of 
their stakes are readjusted or not. 

These remarks obviously were written by a 
man who had his ear to the ground over on the 
backstretch. We have heard such thoughts ex- 
pressed by horsemen many times, and so, no 
doubt, have the race tracks, which ought to con- 
sider them carefully. This is a very good time 
to do the considering, because racing, wherever 
it has existed this year, has flourished. It should

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think now about the manner of distribution in 
stakes and purses because, whatever decisions 
are reached, it is likely to be able to put them into 
effect, unless the Government imposes a new 
federal tax. 

As between minimum purses large enough to 
afford the average non-wealthy owner a chance 
to keep going and excessive stakes values calcu- 
lated to set up every year a new candidate for 
earnings in excess of $300,000, we are all for 
tne higher minimum purse. But we do not be- 
lieve this to be the main issue. We do not believe 
that either the minimum purse or the stakes in 
excess of $25,000 should be emphasized to the 
detriment of the program, now definitely under 
way and making gains slowly, for grading purses 
to the class of horses. 

Because maximum purses have been over- 
emphasized, a few horses may win more than is 
economically good for the sport as a whole. Be- 
cause minimum purses have been overemphasiz- 
ed, the sporting aspects of the business have 
been minimized and professional horsemen haven't 
been helped either. 

We urge that, whatever minimum is fixed by 
a given track, whether it caters to claiming 
horses or to stakes horses, it ought to be used 
in as few races as possible. Even at tracks 
where the range in class is only from $1,000 to 
$2,000 platers there should be differences in the 
values of races. And while these differences will 
seem arbitrary at first, in the eyes of many 
horsemen, they will gradually take on real sig- 
nificance. Beyond the mere increase in the value 
of the purse will be found a more important 
asset, for the values of the races will give the 
racing secretary a new means of conditioning 
contests without the use of the claiming clause. 

It was the claiming clause and the minimum 
purse, both worked overtime, which made most 
of our race horses like so many cheap figurines 
set in rows in the five-and-dime store, all cast 
in similar molds, a nickel for the little ones, a 
dime for the big ones. Now we are trying to cut 
loose from that system. Let’s go through with 
it now; later may be too late.

PEDIGREE POINTS

The Get of *Mahmoud 


%# DELLWETHER, which won a division of the 

Remsen Handicap October 16, is the first 
stakes winner in the United States by the Derby 
winner *Mahmoud, but from the same crop, 2- 
year-olds now, there have been three stakes win- 
ners in England and Ireland. These are an un- 
named filly out of Bulolo, the grey colt Illus- 
trious, and the grey colt Treasury. From *Mah- 
moud’s third crop of foals, now 3-year-olds, there 
have been eight stakes winners in England and 
Ireland. In his first two crops were six stakes 
winners. . . . Lest anyone get notions about the 
grey coat color, *Mahmoud has a total of 18 
stakes winners, of which nine are grey, six bay, 
three chestnut. A grey stallion may be expected 
to get about 50 per cent grey foals. .. . *Mah- 
moud’s first American-bred offspring will race 
next year. They won’t include so many stakes 
winners as those bred abroad, simply because 
there is a much smaller percentage of stakes 
races over here. 

Recently *Mahmoud’s son Treasury won the 
Sindlesham Nursery Stakes in Ireland, and the 
Irish Field commented: 

“He was sold a few weeks before the race to 
the Prime Minister’s son-in-law, Mr. Vic Oliver. 
Although he played a fair game of polo in his 
soldiering days, Mr. Churchill has never taken 
any interest in racing or hunting, yet racing is 
bred in him, for his father owned a famous mare, 
L’Abbesse de Jouarre, who was not only a great 
race mare, but a great matron, for she became 
the dam of Desmond... . Mr. Churchill’s grand- 
father, Mr. Leonard Jerome, was one of the great 
figures in American racing in the ’seventies and 
eighties of last century, and built a racecourse, 
Jerome Park, that has now been obliterated by 
the builder.” 


The Pedigree of Haste 


SUBSCRIBER asks for some information as 

to the origins and accomplishments of the 
sire and dam of Haste, an inquiry motivated, in 
all probability, by the fact that a daughter of 
Haste is the dam of Count Fleet, a colt which 
flashed the most sensational speed and class the 
American Turf has seen this side of —well, maybe 
we'd better not go into that. 

I am not especially familiar with this story 
myself, and just at present cannot lay hands on 
anyone who is, but until someone comes along 
who knows it better, I can recite a few things 
from the record. 

Haste, a bay horse by *Maintenant out of Miss 
Malaprop, by *Meddler out of Domino's sister 
Correction, was foaled in 1923 and was bred by 
the late Joseph E. Widener at Elmendorf Farm, 
Lexington. A big, rugged colt, he won three of 
his four starts at two, including the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes and Saratoga Special. As a 3-year- 
old, thcugh he raced only five times, he won the 
Withers Stakes and the Fairmount Derby, 114 
miles in 2:0325, a new track record, and was third 
in the Belmont Stakes. He ran three times at 
four without winning, owing to unsoundness, and 
after attempts to return him to the races was

retired to the stud at the age of six, with a record 
of $73,625 earned. 

*Maintenant, the sire of Haste, was foaled in 
1913, and was bred in France by Mr. Widener, 
who, along with other American sportsmen, had 
shipped his breeding stock there upon the closing 
of racing in New York, and thus contributed to 
the everlasting contamination, as our English 
brethren call it, of the French Stud Book, *Main- 
tenant was by Maintenon out of the American- 
bred Martha Gorman, winner of 16 races in this 
country, dam of the American stakes winner 
Tufter and of several winners in France, and sis- 
ter to Audience, dam of Whisk Broom II. 

*Maintenant was the same age as *Teddy 
and it was no fit age for a race horse on the con- 
tinent of Europe. To avoid the war *Teddy went 
to Spain and distinguished himself. *Maintenant 
was brought to the United States and put in 
training along with the other horses Tom Welsh 
had for Mr. Widener. His racing career consist- 
ed of one start, one win, $450 earned. At Aque- 
duct July 11, 1916, he ran in a one-mile allow- 
ance race, was made a 1-to-3 favorite over the 
other two starters, S. W. Johnson and Wenonah, 
and won easily, running the mile in 1:39%;, which 
wasn’t especially fast, but considerably better 
than the selling platers were doing. The chart 
notes described him as “a splendid looker." He 
ran as the property of L. Wood; I believe that 
Mr. Widener ran no horses in his own name that 
year. 

In 1919, as a 6-year-old, *Maintenant was re- 
tired to the stud (what he had been doing in the 
meantime I don’t know) and stood at Harry 
Morrissey’s Kempland Farm near Lexington, 
free--in those days they didn’t even say “‘to ap- 
proved mares.” (You could have bred to Black 
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Saturcay, November 13, 1943 


Toney that year for $50, but never again.) Some- 
time in the next few years Mr. Widener presented 
the horse to the Breeding Bureau of The Jockey 
Club, which stationed him at various places in 
Kentucky. I don’t know his full itinerary in 
those years, but after Haste and a lesser stakes 
winner called Great Luck came along he was 
advertised at a fee of $250 to stand at the farm 
of Mr. E. R. Thomas, Jr., Paris, Ky., and later 
the advertisements placed him at A. B. Hancock's 
Claiborne Farm for the 1926 season. In that year 
he got Sidney Grant, his third and last offspring 
of stakes-winning caliber. 

Maintenon, sire of *Maintenant, was foaled in 
1903, and was a horse of outstanding class in 
France, where he won the French Derby, St. 
Leger, and Gold Cup equivalents, the Prix du 
President le la Republique, and other top stakes. 
He was the most successful race horse got by Le 
Sagittaire, son of Le Sancy, whose male line was 
carried on famously by Roi Herode (by Le Sancy). 

After the virtual disappearance of the male 
lines of Lexington and *Glencoe in America the 
most prominent branches of the male line of 
King Herod were in continental Europe, those of 
Buccaneer (from which Mioland is descended) 
Dollar (ancestor of *Ksar, *Epinard, etc.), and 
Le Sancy.

Today the various branches of the Herod male 
line show almost as much prospect of fading 
out as before the importation of Roi Herode from 
France to Ireland. If anyone has a sentimental 
regard for preserving this male line in America, 
Micland appears to be the outstanding prospect 
to carry it on. The Roi Herode branch has not 
taken root here. *Royal Minstrel’s son First 
Minstrel might have had the necessary class, but 
he proved sterile. 

Fact of the matter, whether it is significant or 
not, is that this is a tough country for an im- 
ported male line. Despite the fact that there is 
always a rage for the sons and grandsons of some 
recently imported line, it remains that virtually 
all the male lines imported from Europe since 
*Australian (Fair Play), *Bonnie Scotland (Ben 
Brush), and *Orlando (Domino) have had only a 
brief survival in the face of competition from 
these three lines, now generally accepted as 
“American” because they have been here so many 
years. This, however, is not to be taken as basis 
for any prediction; male lines as such are entirely 
too capricious and too unimportant for breeders 
to attempt long-term guesses as to their dur- 
ability. 

With the distaff side of Haste’s pedigree the 
modern generation of breeders is more familiar. 
His dam, Miss Malaprop, was by the noted sire 
*Meddler, early foundation sire upon which the 
W. C. Whitney stud was largely founded, and out 
of Domino's sister Correction, which won the 
Clover Stakes and 39 other races. Miss Malaprop, 
foaled in 1909, was another of the many Amer- 
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ican-bred horses which took passage across the: 
Atlantic because of the stoppage of racing in 
New York. She raced only at two in England, 
ran three times, won two of her races. In her 
first race, at Kempton Park May 12, 1911, a 
2-year-old plate with £200 added, she was ridden 
by Freddie Fox, who is still riding. She “whipped 
half round” at the start and finished unplaced. 
She did not start again until October 30, when 
she won a maiden plate at Birmingham. At 
Liverpool November 9 she won a small plate, £130 
to the winner. All her starts were in the name 
of Charles Carroll. 

Miss Malaprop went to France to begin her 
career as a broodmare. She was a most irregular 
breeder, and produced only four foals, though she 
lived to be 19 years old. Three of the four were 
winners, and her two daughters, *Tactless II and 
*“Incendie, were producers. She was returned to 
the United States in 1918, and Haste was the only 
foal she produced here; the other three were im- 
ported. 


LOUISIANA 


Fair Grounds Plans 


N the winter of 1941-42 the Fair Grounds 
Breeders and Racing Association began opera- 
tion of the old Fair Grounds race course in New 
Orleans, on a non-profit plan modeled principally 
after the set-up arranged for the Keeneland Race 
Course at Lexington. The first meeting ‘“‘got by,” 
the second meeting, in 1942-43, was an unques- 
tioned success, brought New Orleans the best 
sport it had seen in many years. The third 
season of racing under the new management be- 
gins Thanksgiving Day, November 25, runs 
through February 22, with Mondays dark, ex- 
cepting Monday, February 21—65 racing days. 

Anthony Pelleteri, vice president of the operat- 
ing organization, after a busy season in the 
North, has returned to New Orleans to give his 
attention to the meeting. Barns have been paint- 
ed, some of them repaired and renovated as neces- 
sary, and the track is reported in excellent con- 
dition. Though the Fair Grounds is expected to 
have competition from Florida through the 
winter, its racing is being planned on the assump- 
tion that it will be as high-class as that of last 
winter. A few stables are already on the grounds, 
including those of William G. Helis and Valdina 
Farm. 

The first 15 days of the meeting, through 
December 15, will be given over to charity and 
war relief agencies. Racing Secretary Julius G. 
Reeder’s condition book suggests that New 
Orleans will make a strong bid for some of the 
better winter racing talent. Minimum purses 
are $800, but these appear in the book for the 
charity meeting at the rate of two or three a 
day, with the substitute race always at the 
minimum. Other races from $900 up fill the re- 
mainder of the cards. (Last year the track upped 
its distribution as the meeting progressed.) A 
long list of added-money races requiring nomina- 
tions two days ahead of the running is included, 
with values ranging from $2,000 to $5,000. Be- 
sides these there are three major stakes races, 
closing ten days before the running, the $15,000 
added Louisiana Handicap, to be run December 
18; the $15,000 Louisiana Derby, to be run Febru- 
ary 12, and the $25,000 New Orleans Handicap, 
to be run February 19. 
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MARYLAND 
The Last Week 


ITH a stakes event scheduled for every 

day of the closing week, the Maryland fall 
season, concentrated in 30 days of racing at the 
metropolitan Pimlico course, closes Saturday, No- 
vember 13. Of its excellence as judged by sport- 
ing standards there is no doubt. Maryland has 
never seen so much racing of such uniform high 
class. 

Financial success also appears to be assured, 
though the margin is not large. Except in the 
worst weather the daily crowds usually have 
been around 12,000 and those on Saturdays 
larger, of course. Betting on week-days has 
been running between $700,000 and $900,000 and 
on Saturdays going past the million mark. On 
Saturday, November 6, when the Lynch Memorial 
and Riggs Handicaps were run, the public pools 
reached their largest figure of the meeting, $1,- 
268,577. The total for the first 24 days was $20,- 
247,251, average $841,968. 

Last week’s racing virtually settled the con- 
test between Calumet Farm and Greentree Stable 
for leadership among the larger money-winning 
stables this season. Calumet won the Janney 
Handicap with Quien Es and on Saturday won 
the $15,000 added Riggs Handicap at the direct 
expense of Greentree’s ace, Shut Out. But Green- 
tree’s top jockey, Eddie Arcaro, was the leading 
rider of the meeting, and Greentree’s trainer, 
John M. Gaver, ended the week in a tie with 
Calumet’s Ben Jones for leadership among the 
trainers, each having a dozen winners at the 
meeting as the last week opened. 

Monday of this week Trainer Jones sent out 
his 2-year-old filly team of Twilight Tear and 
Miss Keeneland in a $5,000 overnight event, and 
they ran first and second, for the fourth time this 
year, Twilight Tear leading her stablemate in 
for the third time. Among the beaten ones was 
Cocopet. 

The Manly Steeplechase Handicap, farewell 
performance for the more prominent jumpers, 
which have had a picnic at Pimlico, was run 
Monday, November 8, and fell to the outsider 
Iron Shot, owned by Miss Ella Widener.

Favorite for the thirty-second running of the 
Pimlico Futurity was Platter, only maiden in the 
field of eight. The son of Pilate had been racing 
only six weeks. At Belmont Park he had finish- 
ed second in his first start, then fourth, behind 
Tambo, Rodney Stone, and Black Badge, in an 
allowance race, then third to Occupy and Rodney 
Stone in the Futurity. He finished fifth behind 
Pukka Gin in the Champagne Stakes, then third 
behind Weyanoke and Pukka Gin in the Ardsley 
Handicap. After these five efforts he moved 
down to Pimlico, where his first start of the 
meeting was in the Pimlico Futurity—the first 
time he had attempted a muddy track, though

Two Idle Hour-bred colts, now racing for 
other owners, did the pacemaking. Black Gang, 
which Cedar Farm had purchased from an auc- 
tion for $16,500 two days earlier, “opened up 
daylight” on his field at once, with By Jimminy 
nearest. Platter led the others, but was two or 
three lengths behind By Jimminy going down the 
packstretch. Black Gang faltered on the last 
turn and By Jimminy took over, but as he did 
so Conn McCreary, not waiting for his favorite 
late stretch drive, drove through near the rail 
with Platter and made his challenge. The two 
colts, battling courageously, drew far out from 
the remainder of the field. By Jimminy held to 
his lead stubbornly and was beaten only in the 
last sixteenth.

The Riggs was a crucial race in the struggle 
between Calumet Farm and Greentree Stable for 
leading money-winning honors of the year. If 
Shut Out had won it, there would have been a 
difference of only about a thousand dollars be- 
tween the totals earned by the two stables this 
season. But Sun Again outdid Shut Out in a 
rousing battle through the stretch, and Calumet 
drew out to what appeared a decisive lead, since 
there was only one more week in which the two 
stables could try for major stakes. The totals 
at the end of Saturday’s racing were: Calumet 
Farm $258,915, Greentree Stable $234,560. 

In the handicap Shut Out was assigned his 
scale weight, 126 pounds, and Sun Again was 
given 114, or 12 pounds below scale, while his 3- 
year-old running mate, Son of Peace, was assign- 
ed 113, or seven pounds below scale. The great 
preponderance of the betting was on the two 
entries, the Greentree horses closing at even 
money, Calumet’s at 3 to 2. Sun Again, un- 
sound after the Preakness last year, had raced 
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well since he returned to competition this sum- 
mer, but had not shown the form which dis- 
tinguished him among the best of his age at two 
and three. However, his weight allowance proved 
sufficient to give him the advantage in the Riggs. 
Alquest wore himself out setting the early 
pace, gave way to Zanzibar after a half-mile, 
then was passed by Mokablue also. None of the 
horses in the favored entries figured prominently 
in the early running, but Shut Out and Sun Again 
began moving up in the backstretch run and at 
the head of the stretch were favorably placed for 
the final battle. In mid-stretch it was a battle 
royal, with Zanzibar, Mokablue, Alquest, Shut 
Out, and Sun Again lapped on one another. Sun 
Again found the most speed for the finish, and 
at the end was drawing away from the others. 
Victory in the Riggs put Sun Again almost 
within striking distance of $100,000. In _ three 
seasons of racing he has run 24 times, won nine 
races, finished seven times second, three times 
third, and has earned $82,130. At Washington 
Park this year he won the Drexel Handicap, and 
pedigree and family particulars were published 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 11, page 314.

Royal Prince had won the Eastern Shore Hand- 
icap in his last previous start, and pedigree and 
family particulars were published in THE BLOop- 
HorsE of November 6, page 544. His record now 
stands: 14 starts, five wins, one second, four 
thirds, $25,500 earned.

The late Joseph E. Widener had a special pen- 
chant for winning the Manly Steeplechase at 
Pimlico, no fewer than eight of its winners hav- 
ing carried his colors.

But he jump- 
ed his fences cleanly, ran in front most of the 
way, stood off numerous challenges, and held a 
narrow advantage to the end. 

In five seasons of racing Iron Shot had run 
60 times, won 13 races, finished nine times sec- 
ond, 12 times third, and earned $36,410. Pedi- 
gree and family particulars were given in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of May 22, page 662. 


Alsab In Winner's Circle 


On November 11, 1942, Alsab ended a phenom- 
enal 3-year-old career by winning the Victory 
Handicap at Belmont Park. He was then sent 
to Alsab Farm at Lexington, put away for the 
winter, his ankles fired. Through the winter he 
grew fat and handsome, and in the spring of 
this year he returned to training, with “Sarge” 
Swenke apparently confident he would be “all 
right.”’ 

Alsab did not get back to the races until 
August 9, when he finished third in a stakes at 
Narragansett Park. He tried again at the same 
track five days later, finished fourth. Swenke 
went back to waiting, finally brought him out 
again in a six-furlong allowance race at Pimlico 
on October 30; he finished far back. 

On Monday, November 8, Trainer Swenke and 
Jockey George Woolf made their fourth effort 
of the year with Alsab, in an allowance race of 
11,4, miles at Pimlico, the last race of the day. 
Woolf nursed him along carefully, eased him up 
on the backstretch, let him run in the home- 
stretch. At the eighth-pole Alsab went past 
Abrasion and Rascal and drew away to win by 
three lengths. He carried 122 pounds, was fa- 
vorite. The time was 1:4945 on a sloppy track, 
not a very revealing figure, since the Pimlico 
course appears to be quite slow this year. 

Thus Alsab, which has been pointed successive- 
ly for half a dozen important handicaps in which 
he failed to start, now seems likely to make the 
last one of the season, the $15,000 added Bryan 
and O’Hara Memorial Handicap on the closing 
day at Pimlico.

NEW YORK 


End of the Regular Season 


HE racing of Wednesday, November 3, brought 
to a brilliant close the “regular’’ season in 
New York State. The final day of the Empire 
City meeting at Jamaica was marked by the 
Westchester Handicap, in which William E. 
Boeing's Slide Rule took down a purse of $22,700 
and added further to his distinction as one of the 
best 3-year-olds of the season. On that day 16,- 
559 persons were counted in the attendance and 
the totalizator turned over $1,493,365. 

In the 180 days of the regular season the 
totalizator handled $266,435,765, as against $165,- 
721,930 for the corresponding period in 1942, an 
increase of 61 per cent. Attendance totaled 3,335,- 
565, as compared with 2,697,176 last year, an in- 
crease of 24 per cent. 

For the gross totals on New York racing this 
year it will be necessary to add the figures from 
the nine days of the “victory meeting,’’ November 
4 through November 13, and from the United 
Hunts Racing Association’s one-day meeting at 
Belmont Park Monday, November 15. It will be 
the first time that the season in New York has 
been extended to its actual legal limit. 

Last year’s inaugural “victory meeting” in New 
York ran seven days, obtained a total of $321,- 
724.24 for war relief purposes. This year’s total 
presumably will be still larger; the meeting runs 
two days longer and will have the further advan- 


tage of the greater interest which has_ been 
manifested throughout the current season. A 
charity donation of half a million dollars does not 
appear out of the question. The first day of the 
meeting at the Jamaica track, November 4, had 
attendance of 14,461, wagering of $1,417,739. As 
was the case last year, there are no stakes events 
in the condition books, but there are several over- 
night events of stakes class, including two $10,000 
purses and six $5,000 handicaps. Opening day’s 
feature was the $5,000 Hornet Handicap, won by 
*Cohort’s son Black Badge, and on the first 
Saturday, November 6, Arthur B. Hancock’s ex- 
cellent filly Whirlabout by Pompey, won the 
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Saturday, November 13, 1943 


$10,000 Florence Nightingale by five lengths, 
running her year’s winnings to $27,760.

Toughest of the season’s top 3-year-olds was 
airplane manufacturer William E. Boeing’s Slide 
Rule. He began early in the season, ran 18 
times, won seven stakes races, and last week fin- 
ished his year’s work, still sound and with the 
second highest money-winning total of the sea- 
son in his division, $116,700. Only Count Fleet 
was ahead of him, and Count Fleet had been gone 
from the races since the Belmont Stakes. Slide 
Rule now goes into winter quarters at Columbia,

His last two races of the season were among 
Slide Rule’s best. In the weight-for-age Pimlico 
Special of October 30 he was beaten a nose by 
Shut Out. In the Westchester four days later 
he was favorite at $2.35 to $1, carried actual top 
weight, giving ten pounds to scale to the older 
Boysy and six pounds to the 3-year-old Eurasian, 
which apparently did not run kindly, and covered 
the distance in very fast time on a sloppy track. 
(This was not one of the days when a sloppy 
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Jamaica track is actually fast; other races were 
run in slow time.) 

The race began with a speed duel between Tola 
Rose and Eurasian, with First Fiddle close be- 
hind them. Eurasian gave it up after a half-mile, 
and Jockey H. Lindberg did not persevere with 
him thereafter, letting him drop back until he 
was a poor last. But Slide Rule, which had 
gradually improved his position, moved up on the 
far turn and went into a lead which he held, with- 
out extending himself, in the run down the home- 
stretch. Boysy, which began more slowly than 
usual, finished well. 


Slide Rule, purchased privately from A. B. 
Hancock as a yearling, now has a record of 27 
starts, ten wins, five seconds, two thirds, and 
$133,585 earned. His seven wins of this season 
were all in stakes races, the Experimental Free 
Handicap, Swift Stakes, Peter Pan Handicap, 
Classic Stakes, Jerome, Interborough, and West- 
chester Handicaps. At two he won the Babylon 
Handicap and Cowdin Stakes. Pedigree and 
family particulars were published in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of April 17, page 540.

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KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs Closes 


ITH its program of Saturday, November 6, 

Churchill Downs closed what was probably 
the most successful fall meeting in its history. 
On the last day of the 19 days of racing a crowd 
of about 17,000 turned out in threatening weather 
to wager $579,825 on the eight races, bringing 
the daily average for the meeting to $345,653, as 
compared with an average of $210,673 for 16 
days of racing in the autumn of 1942. 

The Churchill Downs meeting was made up of 
modest stakes and purses. Except for the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity, run at Louisville btecause Keene- 
land had no fall meeting, the stakes events were 
all $2,500 added affairs. The last of these was 
run in mid-week, with the veteran Red Dock the 
winner. The final Saturday had for its feature 
a $2,500 purse called the Au Revoir Handicap, 
won by Gold Princess, owned by D. V. McClure 
and ridden by the top apprentice William Bailey. 

The regular meeting at Churchill Downs con- 
sisted of the last 13 days of the sport there. 
The first six days were given over to raising 
money for war relief purposes, and from _ this 
effort a total of approximately $183,000 was 
raised, as compared with about $121,000 last year.

The Racetrackers 
And the Army

(The Armo-ed Command) 


ORT KNOX, Ky.— The Army is a strange, 

Land of Oz sort of existence to men from 
almost every profession of civilian life, with the 
possible exception of prison warders. Soldiers 
eventually develop a callous outward shell, a 
sling-of-the-shoulders attitude toward the fall- 
in-fall-out, one-two-three-four, on-the-double, 
get-on-that-G. I.-ball routine of Army life, but 
it is doubtful that the duration and six months 
is enough time for most members of the armed 
forces to lose the sense of bewilderment they 
first feel when they stagger through the long 
miles of a reception center, with a 100-pound bar- 
racks bag breaking their backs and stiff, new 
G. I. shoes raising a bumper crop of blisters 
on their feet. 

If the multiple vicissitudes or Army life for 
the average enlisted man could be categorized 
in one word, that word would be “regimenta- 
tion.”” Since the life of the race tracks is notably 
an untrameled, unconventional and sometimes 
slightly daffy existence, appealing to individual- 
ists, who, like the character in a Galsworthy 
play, cannot stand the thought of “making round 
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business on an office stocl all day,”’ it may seem 
contradictory to state that the gypsies of the 
horse parks find Army life less queer than is 
the case with most soldiers. Nevertheless, this 
is true for several reasons. 

In the first place, most racetrackers are ac- 
customed to getting out of bed before sunrise, 
with the exception of the 10 o’clock trainers, a 
brood spawned only in recent years. This is 
important, for the human system and the human 
spirit are never at a lower ebb than they are 
in the hour before dawn. The callow recruit, 
rudely awakened at such an hour, when the 
world is shrouded in a queer, gray darkness, 
shivers from cold, feels his stomach has turned 
vacuum, hardly looks forward to the next 14 to 
16 hours of shrill whistles, barked orders and 
hard physical labor. That fact has been tacitly 
admitted in certain battalions, where sick call, 
during which soldiers may report to the dis- 
pensary for the treatment of ailments, real or 
fancied, has been changed from early morning 
to midday or evening. Medical officers say that 
this postponement of sick call sometimes cuts 
the number of patients by 50 percent. 

The racetracker, however, has been condi- 
tioned to early rising long before the quarter- 
master throws him his first pair of green fa- 
tigues and reveille at 5:45 a.m. does not appear 
an undue hardship to him. 

Army barracks are clean, reasonably weather- 
tight and strictly utilitarian. They do not have 
chairs, tables and dimity curtains. The bare wood 
walls, ceilings, and rafters, the cramped living 
space can be singularly depressing to men fresh 
from the comforts of home. A section of an 
army barracks is very similar to the section of a 
stable called a tack room, and hundreds ot

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grooms, exercise boys, jockeys and trainers now 
in the army are used to living the greater part 
of their lives in tack rooms. The army cot is 
not a replica of Mme. du Barry’s gondola-like 
bed, but it is as comfortable and usually much 
cleaner than the average cot in the average 
tack room. Once a racetracker learns to make 
“square corners” of his sheets and blankets and 
to tuck them in so tightly that a gimlet-eyed 
inspecting officer can make a dime bounce off 
the mattress, he has found a familiar resting 
place. 

The so-called “foot locker,” in which a soldier 
stores his belongings according to a pattern of 
the army’s designing, is nothing more or less 
than a tack trunk, recruits from the tracks will 
discover with some surprise. The racetracker 
is as used to living in such compact carry-alls as 
old vaudevillians are to living in wardrobe 
trunks. 

The army mess hall is a dead-ringer for the 
race track backstretch “kitchen.” Like the track 
kitchens, the mess halls are of two varieties — 
those operated as cafeterias and those in which 
large bowls of food are placed on the table and 
diners pitch till they win. No man whose reach 
has been developed in the establishments of such 
stable area cuisiniers as Tom Trulis and others 
should fail to obtain his full share of fodder in 
the U.S. Army. Eating out of mess kits should 
pose no serious problem for former racetrackers 
who have known the lean days and mulligan 
stews of the “frying pan” horseman on the 
leaky-roof circuit, either. 

Fresh air seems to have proved virtually fatal 
to numerous city-bred recruits who were not 
used to it in such quantities and varieties before 
induction. The racetracker has been inhaling 
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it for years and there is hardly any kind of 
weather that he is not conditioned to endure. 

Jockeys who undergo basic training, as about 
125 have done in various branches of the armed 
services, will return to the tracks with a new 
respect for handicap horses that can pack weight. 
The field pack is considerably heavier than a 
feather when you are double-timing up a rocky 
hill. Owners who have complained about the 
weight assigned their Thoroughbreds might get 
hep by making inquiries at the Selective Service 
Boards of various handicappers. There is reason 
to believe that men who design a soldier’s equip- 
ment have studied the craft of the harness-maker 
and have attempted to place buckles, straps and 
keepers in places where they will chafe the least. 

The least painful way to carry a fully loaded 
barracks bag is to lift it on the shoulder and 
balance it, the top kicks tell raw recruits. This 
is an adaptation of the same principle that led 
Tod Sloan to hunch forward on a horse’s withers 
with his famous ‘“‘monkey-on-a-stick”’ crouch. 

One of the questions Army psychiatrists in- 
variably ask soldiers they interview is, “Do you 
resent taking orders?” A former jockey is sup- 
posed to have answered, “Sir, if you’d had as 
many orders as I’ve had from trainers in the 
paddock, nothing a second looey told you to do 
would seem too damn foolish.” 


They Shoot Horses, Don't They? 


OLDIERS, like horses, are considered very old 
when they are in their middle or latter thirties. 
Unlike old horses, old soldiers are not retired

38, anyway. Since so-called ‘limited service” 
and “second quarters” were dropped by the Army 
several months ago, old soldiers are expected to 
keep pace with youngsters on long hikes over 
obstacle courses, in all the marching, leaping, 
climbing, jumping and_ crawling-on-the-belly 
maneuvers that are called for in the 17-week 
basic training program of the Armored Com- 
mand. Many old soldiers, even the ones who were 
careful about such matters as doing their daily 
dozen, playing golf, drinking plenty of fruit 
juices, getting periodical physical check-ups and 
visiting their dentists twice a year in civilian 
life, break down under the rigors of such train- 
ing. Unlike old horses, old soldiers who break 
down are seldom, if ever, shot. To paraphrase 
Napoleon's tribute to his Old Guard, old soldiers 
of our modern army seldom die. They merely 
fade away. 

This fading-away process is usually carried 
out in the station hospitals o% Army posts 
throughout the United States, while medicos of 
various rank and duly authorized personnel 
boards and company officers ponder the question 
of whether to give the old soldier a C. D. D. (cer- 
tificate of disability discharge) or to send him 
back to try again. Many a horse trainer has 
faced the same question about an honest but un- 
sound old horse in his charge. If he turns him 
over to the Horse Retirement people, he may 
blame himself later for retiring a horse that 
might have had a good race left in him. If he 
returns the old horse to training and the old 
horse breaks down seriously, he may have the 
S. P. C. A. on his neck. The Army has nothing 
to fear from a Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Soldiers, but Army disposition boards 
have their problems just the same. 
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Horses, like soldiers, can be sly, shiftless and 
cantankerous. But most horses have not acquir- 
ed the fine art of goldbricking, not as well as 
some soldiers, anyway. When an old horse de- 
velops spongy feet, bowed tendons or suspensary 
ligament trouble, his ailment is fairly easy to 
diagnose. Old soldiers are often subject to 
sprains, arthritic pains and cellulitis, the latter 
a disease in which the tissues are inflamed, and 
these ailments are not photogenic to the X-ray. 
As is the case with old horses, the feet and legs 
of old soldiers are likely to give way first. But 
since any soldier can develop a convincing limp 
through practice, the Army doctor’s problem is 
not as simple as that of the veterinarian. 

Most trainers would like to be in a position 
where they could refuse any but sound, young 
stock, but very few are. The same thing is true 
of company commanders. There are company 
comman¢ders, it is said, who have attained such 
prestige that they can hand-pick their men. When 
they can, they almost always stipulate that they 
will accept no men over 30 years of age. But 
the average company commander in the average 
replacement training center has to take the sol- 
diers the reception centers send him. Just as 
the average trainer has to take the stock that 
the owner sends him. Sometimes soldiers, like 
horses, won't stand up under training. 

The Army is very much like the race tracks 
in one respect. It is usually the very old and 
the very young which break down most easily. 
Some old soldiers who manage to slog, drag, and 
groan their way through basic training without 
hospitalization would find that a visit to the sta- 
tion hospital would boost their morale consider- 
ably. They would be surprised, and, in a way 
gratified, by the number of 18-year-olds receiving

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medical attention. They would feel much the 
same satisfaction that such veteran iron horses 
as Exterminator, Malicious and Brass Monkey 
must have felt when they noted spindle-legged 
juveniles breaking down all over the track. 

The sick books of the Army are filled mostly 
with the names of men under 20 and men over 
30. Soldiers in their middle 20’s seem best able 
to adjust themselves physically and mentally to 
the Army life, just as Thoroughbreds between 4 
and 7 seem to make the sturdiest handicap per- 
formers. Unfortunately, there aren’t enough sol- 
diers in this middle age division to fill our Army, 
and not enough horses in the middle age division 
to fill our races. 

Having been connected with the newspaper 
business off and on for some 20 years before 
somebody in classification decided his proper 
milieu was an M-4 tank, this correspondent is an 
inveterate reader of “Letters to the Editor” col- 
umns. Every day there are a great many letters 
from distressed citizens protesting that induction 
into the Army of “our babies” is cruel, inhuman 
and unnecessary. Every day there are a great 
many letters from distressed citizens protesting 
that induction into the Army of old married 
men is cruel, inhuman and unnecessary. These 
letters invariably remind us of remarks we have 
heard many times on the race tracks when a field 
of 2-year-olds parades to the post and somebody 
says “It’s a shame to race those young horses,” 
or when a field of ancient platers leaves the pad- 
dock and somebody says, “They ought to make 
them retire those old plugs.” 

We began to think of the Army in terms of the 
race track ’way back there months (or was it 
years?) ago when, along with several hundred 
other Adam-nude citizens, we were filing before 
a seemingly endless series of appraising medics. 
By the time we had undergone various thump- 
ings, probings, oh-ings, and ah-ingss and had 
reached the serious-miened psychiatrist, the com- 
parison between this induction center in Boston 
and a paddock sale at a race track seemed so fun- 
ny that we laughed out loud and the serious- 
miened medic almost flunked us out for being on 
the psycho side. “What are you laughing at?” 
he demanded. “I just thought of something fun- 
ny,”’ we replied. ‘The Army isn’t funny, fellow,” 
he said, and we found out later he was right, at 
that. 

But this induction center where we took our 
physical examination was very similar indeed 
to any paddock sale of horses. The doctors scru- 
tinized you just as the buyers scrutinize Thor- 
oughbreds. You were led up on blocks (several 
blocks, in fact) for examinations of the most 
searching and personal kind. Either they ap- 
proved of you and said so after their fashion, or 
they sent you back where you came from. They 
turned you around on their blocks and put you 
in various postures, just as the men at the halter 
turn horses around on the block at paddock sales. 

There were all sorts of conformation patterns, 
too. There were the bronzed young men with 
Charles Atlas shoulders and no hips who brought 
approving glances and satisfied cluckings from 
the medics, just as handsomely made animals at- 
tract admiration at the sales. There were a 
great many more who had no more shoulders 
than a standard-sized kitchen match and paunches 
that resembled misplaced goiters, and the medics 
just shook their heads sadly at them, as the

PROPOSED FEDERAL TAX 


The following statement concerning the pro- 
posed Federal tax on pari-mutuel betting is ex- 
tracted from the News Letter of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations of the United States, 
Inc. The T. R. A. is keeping its members close- 
ly in touch with the situation. 


FIVE per cent Federal tax on pari-mutuel 

betting is under consideration by the House 
Ways and Means Committee which, on October 
30, voted to change the original proposal from 4 
per cent to 5 per cent. 


The 4 per cent tax had been recommended on 
October 25 by Colin F. Stam, Chief of the Ad- 
visory Staff of the Committees on Revenue of the 
House and Senate. This was similar to the pro- 
posal for a 3 per cent tax in 1941 and to the pro- 
posal for a 5 per cent tax made in 1942. 

Last year the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee adopted the proposal for a 5 per cent tax 
on pari-mutuel betting and the tax measure pass- 
ed the House of Representatives with this in- 
cluded. No hearings were asked by the House 
Committee but hearings were held before the 
Senate Finance Committee which struck out the 
proposal. ... 

The current proposal to impose a_ Federal 
tax on pari-mutuel wagering is of major impor- 
tance to the industry and if it has not been de- 
termined by the time of the annual meeting of 
the T. R. A. it will be a matter of major discus- 
sion and action at that members’ meeting on 
December 7.

The Hipodromo Flourishes 


HE second season of racing at Mexico City’s 

Hipodromo de las Americas is now well set- 
tled into a routine made smoother by last year’s 
trials and errors, and the track appeared to be in 
line for a very prosperious session. Horses seem 
to be plentiful, as compared with a pitifully small 
supply which were on hand for the delayed open- 
ing of the course last spring. Most of the 
purses have a gross value of 3,650 pesos, which 
works out to 2,430 pesos to winner, about $486 in 
U. S. currency. A long list of feature races is 
offered, most of the impertant ones coming in the 
latter part of the 65-day meeting. 

The management announced that the attend- 
ance for the opening day, Saturday, October 23, 
was 44,216 persons, topping that for the in- 
augural program last March 6. The next day, 
Sunday, the count was 23,409. During the first 
five days the attendance total was 134,021, daily 
average 26,804, as against the average of about 
21,000 for the meeting last spring. Except on 
the third day of the meeting, when the count 
was 17,212, the attendance was above 22,000 on 
each of the first five days. Racing is on Thurs- 
days, Saturdays, and Sundays. 

Francis P. Dunne has been engaged as racing 
secretary, succeeding his capable former asso- 
ciate Barry Whitehead, but was unable to be on 
hand for the opening of the season since he had 
to remain in New York, where he serves as a 
steward. Fred H. Parks, his assistant, was 
handling the job in the meantime. 

The track apparently is in extremely fast con- 
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dition, as the 5!.-furlong track record was brok- 
en twice the first day, and other races were run 
in fast time. First to break the 5!2-furlong rec- 
ord was Mrs. L. B. de Gonzalez’ 5-year-old Kiosk, 
by *By-Pass II out of *Minaret II, by *Ksar. 
Kiosk won the opening day’s feature, the 10,000- 
pesos Handicap de Inauguracion.

The Racing Board also made public the text 
of letters from Arlington Park and Washington 
Park in connection with their applications for 
dates. John D. Allen, president of Arlington 
Park, wrote: 


We believe that our 1943 program fulfilled all the 
traditional standards set by Arlington Park in the 
past. We further believe that our 1944 program, 
which increases the value of the Arlington Futurity 
and Arlington Lassie Stakes, will do much toward 
establishing Chicago as a leading racing center. The 
Board of Directors has already approved the con- 
tribution of the proceeds of the 4th of July to worthy 
war and charitable organizations. 


The Washington Park track filed one appli- 
cation for 31 days, and an alternate application 
for 36 days. Of the alternate application Presi- 
dent Walter Gregory wrote the Board: “It is 
filed for the express purpose of offering to con- 
tribute to any worthy war or charitable agency 
any week of the period which your Board may 
designate. ... If the Charity Week is approved... 
there will be no charge made for overhead and 
fixed expenses of any character.’’ President 
Gregory also wrote: 


You will note that a comparison of the earnings of 
Washington Park and Arlington Park in 1943 as com- 
pared to 1942 show a sizeable decline. This de- 
crease was caused by our greatly increased program 
of stakes and purses. We plan to further increase 
the value of our stakes and purses in 1944. It is 
our opinion that the other tracks of the Chicago 
area showed an increase in profits in the year 1943 
as compared to the year 1942.

*Heliopolis’ first three dams were stakes winners and noted producers, their descend- 
ants including *Light Brigade, Menow, Mid-day Sun (Derby), *Brown Betty II (1,000 
Guineas), and others. Of Drift’s five foals of racing age, four were high-class stakes 
winners, including Tide-way (1,000 Guineas), and the other placed in stakes.
